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Mr. H.S., a gentleman about fifty years of age, was 
born in the small village of Goggan, in the province of Carin- 
thia, Austria. Arriving in this country ten years ago, he in- 
mediately applied for and received his citizenship paperse 

His parents were of the peasant class, owning, and oper- 
ating a small farm where they grew their own garden truck, al- 
so raised a few heads of cattle. 

During harvest time, the neighbors helped each other re- 
ceiving as pay a certain amount of the crop harvested. 

Money was scarce, the farmers exchanging their product 
with each other, a certain system of barter existed; when mon- 
ey was needed, they generally sold a cow, or a horse, toa 
dealer. 

All in all, it was a qmiet, carefree existence, the peo- 
ple taking their joys in a quiet undemonstrative manner, and 
assisting each other in times of sorrow. 

The matter of education was compulsory; therefore when 
Mr. HS. reached the age of six years, he was taken toa 
school about two kilometers away and registered.

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School hours in the rural districts of Austria were 
from 8 a.m. until 12 noon; then from 2 until 4 pem., girls

Twice a week, for one hor, they were taken to the gym- 
nasium for exercises, being taught all forms of calisthenics 
by competent instructors, and the quarterly examinations were 
as strict in these exercises as they were in the other bran- 
ches of learning. 

The grammar schools consisted of six grades, then one 
grade special for preparatary work for high school, then

At five o'clock in the morning, the household was awake,

So, Mr. H.S.'sS youth was very uneventful until he was of 
agee ‘then he was ordered to report to the "Bezirks Kommand", 
where he underwent an examination and was found physically fit 
for military service. 

Two weeks afterwards, he received transportation to the 
nearest recruiting post, and from there he was assigned to a 
Gaeger Infantry Regiment, in the city of Klagenfurt, the capi- 
tal of the province. 


Military discipline was very strict, and infractions of 
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its rules were frequent, in fact so much so, that Mr. uH.S. 
says his first six months of military life were nothing else 
but a long "Kasemen Arrest", not tmt he was deliberately in- 
fringing on the regulations, but he just could not adjust 
himself to the clock-work existence and precision of this 

new life. 

After the first year, his readjustment, or the accomplish- 
ment of it was complete, and at the end of his iieae year term 
of compulsory enlistment he was the wearer of two white stars, 
denoting his progress in army life and giving him the rank of 
corporal. 

Returning to his home on his discharge, he warked on the 
farm and was preparing to improve the property according to 
some ideas he had learned while conversing with the sons of 
Some other farmers during his army life, when, to his surprise, 
he received a peremptory order to report for immediate emer- 
gency duty to his regiment. 

Arriving at regimental headquarters, he noticed that all 
reserves had received the same orders, and upon reporting and 
further inquiry realized that the regiment was recruited to 
full war strength end was deyarting for secret manouvers imme- 
diately. 


fhe following day they entrained, with their destination 


still unknown, but by watching the passing stations, they no- 
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ticed that the general directim travelled was towards the 
Hungarian frontier. 

Entering Hungary, they were ordered to de-train and af- 
ter inspection were given twenty-four hours furlough for re- 
laxation and amusements. 

Next morning, at field review, the commander of the regi- 
ment made an impassioned address, informing them that their 
destination was the Serbian frontier, to guard their empire 
with their blood, if necessary, from the encroachments of that 
m---- Serbian nation and that he, as commander felt himself high- 
ly honored that such important post was entrusted to them. He 
begged them to live up to the slorios traditions of their col- 
ors and to maintain the honor of their regiment. 

Following this address, the men were marched to the sup- 
ply department end full war equipment was issued. 

Re-entraining, they arrived two days later at the Serbian 
frontier to take up their share of the dangerous. border duties 
during those threatening and uncertain days. 

War talk was at fever pitch, tales of the glorious past 
and the heroic deeds of their regiment were retold, imbuing the 
men with military ardor and venturesome daring. 

Finally, that fateful day in August came, war was declared, 


outposts were trippled, equipment was minutely examined, and 


the whole regiment slept under arms awaiting marching orders. 
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Finally all preparations were completed, the regiment 
moved into a concentration camp and from there, in conjune- 
tion with regiments of Pioneers, light artillery and Hungar- 
ian Hussars, they were ordered to march and invade enemy ter- 
ritory. 

The emotions of the men varied, some cried, some sang, 
others laughed, while some cursed, each man in his own indi- 
vidual manner trying to hide the fear and dread of the coming 
ordeal. 

Mr. H.S. did not care to go into any details regarding 
his experiences. Some were humorous, others left their hor- 
ror imprinted in his memary for the rest of his life. 

He took active part in the Scibian--ltalian and xussian 
Campaigns, was wounded five times, and sees absolutely nothing 
glamorous or glorious in any war. 

When the armistice was signed, he was in a field hospi- 
tal recovering from wounds received in his last campaign a- 
gainst the kussians, end upon the consequent fall of the Aus- 
trian lionanby, he and most of those able to walk, left the 
hospital, wending their way towards their respective homes, 
suffering untold hardships, stealing their food, and having 
regular pitched battles among: themselves. 

Arriving home, he found his mother had died during his 


absence, his father was pwactically helpless from sickness 
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and under-nourishment, while the farm was in a deplorable con- 
dition. 

The cattle, horses, chickens, and farm products of the 
year had been commandeered by the government for the use of the 
army, leaving the farm in a depleted state. Returning soldiers 
were continually invading the farm, demanding food and threat- 
ening dire happenings unless their demands were satisfied. 

Thus, Mr. H.S. returned home to a scene of desolation and 
despair, anarchy was rampant, and the rule of the strong and 
survival of the fittest ruled the land. 

But order eventually came with the new government's court 
martials, and executions took place, the innocent suffered with 
the guilty, respect for the government was enforced by the ruth- 
less use of armed force, and quiet finally prevailed over dis- 
order. 

All citizens were ordered to turn all fire arms over to 
the legal authorities under penalty of death and at the slight- 
est suspicion, homes were entered and thoroughly ransacked for 
hidden weapons. 

Mr. H.S. lived through all these scenes of turmoil, keep- 
ing to his home, tilling the farm, trying to efface from his 
memory the harrowing experiences of the preceding years. 


He succeeded to a large extent, recultivating and slowly 


restoring the farm, conditions seemed to brighten, when his 
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father died. 

This event severed the final connecting link with his 
home, since he had no brothers or sisters, and was the only 
member of his family left alive, Mr. H.S. decided to sell his 
property and emmigrate to America. 

After six mmths of waiting, he finally found a purchaser 
who would meet his price and had the amount in ready cash, so 
the deal was consumated. 

Upon applying for his passport and necessary identifica- 
tion papers, he was informed that a two months wait was in 
store for him, as the immigration quota for the period had been 
filled and he would have to wait for the next quota of emigra- 
tion. 

His period of waiting was finally rewarded and he embarked 
at Le Havre, France, for this country. 

Having had the foresight to study English while waiting 
for a purchaser for his farm, and for his permit to travel, lr. 
HS. encountered few of the difficulties that meet most emigrees. 

Having decided upon San Francisco as a place of residence, 
lir. H.S. came directly here. 

Upon arrival he went to some German societies and asked 
their advice and assistance in the matter of getting settled. 

With their assistance, he purchased a grocery store, first 


training himself by donating his services to a neighborhood

The first job was 
witn « railroad contractor, and they sent me down to work on a line thev 
were building across tne mojave desert. And I stayed on that job. 1 was 
kept busy outfitting mules and horses until the railroad was finished 


and I was able to ride into Los Angeles on one of tre new,wonderful traing 
While working in the desert however, Albert did not forget the 

old folks,or the family he had left in Germany. He made regular remit- 

tances yds family and sent money to bring two brothers and a sister 


to this land of opportunity and easy money. When he got to Los Angeles 
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Andersen--3-- 
there was a reunion with the loved ones. All three had found employment 
and had made a home there. But he did not tarry long. He remembered San 
Francisco,where he was recieved as an immigrant and he wanted to return 
there,find himself a job and settle down. He felt comparatively rich, 
that is he had several thousand dollars. So he went north with several 
of his railroad camp companions who also were "tn the money.” 

In San Francisco he made other acquaintances and there was much 
drinking and carousing along the waterfront.

That w 
was in the good old days when they had horse racing at tre old Ingleside 
track and for race horses they used fine,light harness. Here was a place 
to make big money and to see the horses race too, so I stuck with it. T 
made a lot of money and had a good time too. Once in a while my brothers 
and sister would come to San Francisco and we went about and spent money 
and did everything we wanted to do. 

"We gambled and I got lots of good tips and made many friends 
ere were dance halls and fine drinking places. I always had a good time 


and nothing to worry about.

It was in a bar-rpgom on Kearney street I learned about all ¢ 
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the goad they were finding in Alaska and the gold rush to the Yukon.

I have been at it ever 
since. I have turned out practically all the dog harness that has been 
use? in the Far North and some that has been used elsewhere. 

"I made harness outfits for all o* Amundson's dogs when he tra¥ 
eled over the Polar ice pack. I still have a priceless pair of Amundson 
old boots standing in my cabin where he set them before he departed the 
last time ,with orders for me +to waee new tops and ski-ties. I.made the 
dog harness for Seppala which he used in his famous dog race and there 
are now orders for more dog harness in my shop than I will be able to 
turn out in my lifetime. I don't go after business.I came out this trin 
to get away from it. But I can't stay here . I gotta go hack! " 

Eberhard learned to read,he tells me, from a Vontgomery-Ward 
catalog. He doesn't write,fut prints legibly and is able to make out 
his own orders and whatever bills he requires in his business. 

But that thousand dollars he deposited here 36 years ago is 


a story in itself. He says he went to Alaska and forgot all about it fo 
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years. Then came the earthquake and he heard the city had been destroy- 
ed. He wrote to the ban-and the letter came back to him. 

"I theught the money was gone but I got to thinking about it 
one day in the hotel where I'm stopping,” he s&id."So I went down and 
told the old clerk about it . He said of course that my money was gone 
because the old German bank had been out of business for many years. 

But I remembered about where the bank had stood and I inquired around. 
Finally an old man told me to inquire at another bank which he seemed 
toremember had taken over the accounts of the German when it closed. 

‘ When I went into this fine bank to ask about it I was asha- 
med.I had never seen or been inside such a beautiful marble building. 
The policeman at the door stopped me to find out what I wanted there 
Then he went and talked toa teller. The teller left his cage and went to 
talk toa vice president . This man came out and shook hands wéth me and 
was a nice feller. He took me into his glass office and asked me to sit 
and gave me a cigar. He asked me for my pass book and I said I never haa 
one- I left it with the German banker. 

" He was much interested in my story and asked me about Amund- 
son and a lot of things and while he was deing it , I found out after 
ward,he had sent a boy down cellar to look around. This feller came back 
with an old book and the assistant cashier looke’ at it , made some fig- 
ures on a paper and asked me how I wanted my money. 
" I was Surprised when he told me they still had my money,after 
the earthquake and a1l,but when the banker told me it was nearly $8,000 
they were going to give me,I got frightened. 

~ told them to keep the money for me,as + knew then that it 
was safe- And I told them to keep track of my bank book too as I haa 


trusted them this long, ?* guess they weren't going to run away from this 


fine building now. But just to see if I could do it,+ drew $200 in nice 
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new ten dollar bills and--here they are! Now we'll go change one and 


buy some beer! 

The story of Eberhard is a long one and he likes to talk. 
Anyhow,he had a reunion here with his sister and Brother-in-law who 
now reside in South San Francisco’ They have a fine home an? four child- 
ren who have all been educated here and have started out for themselves. 
The two brothers in Los Angeles also have prospered and made money and 
there are seven grown grand-children there too. 

"I am now 80 years old," the hardy harnessmaker told me.He 
doesn't look more than60 wi am going to make this last trip back to 
Alaska and straighten ns my affairs. Thon I think I will retire. I 
want to get a little place and live the rest of my years on the pen- 
insula,near San Francisco, perhaps in the Santa Cruz mountains where I 
can have a few chickens, some dogs and a car so I can go to the races 
as often as I like. 

"My children don't need me-- my grand-children are all so big 
and educated that they think I am an ofd fogy,#o I guess I will batch 
it as I always have. I've made more thah BEA O00 in Alaska ané that's 
more than I will be able to spend in what's left of my lifetime." 

These are all good intentions: Rip Van Winkle has awakened and 
turned over,but he has gone back to Alaska. Do you think "Rippy" will go 
to sleep again when the lure of the sourdough,Amundson's boots and the 
appeal of sore-footed dogs again enter his dream horizon? The call of 
the North is no longer the call of gold to Eberhard. It is the siren 
call of the Arctic which has led many a hardy adventurer to his doom. 

It is the lure of Aurora over Snowy wastes, the pure appeal of Silvery 
stars which beckon him away from man made thrills and civilization's 


never ending speeding up of life! He will come back ana retire--MaybeF 
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
